So as when 
all is ſayd,ſithence'tealoufle pzocedeth but of to feruent loue, it 
is neceſſary that women be iealous, bicauſe they lone moze tru⸗ 
ly than men. But touching the excuſe, whereby pou ſarmiſe ta 
touer the fault of pon fre, as with a wet poke, J had willingly 
pardoned him, if he had made choyſe of his cquail;and obtapned 
hir by lawfull meanes : but to ſhote without the leuell of his 
bow, was great temeritie.

be augmented by the blame of men. Fo? if we woulde vſe re- 
nenge, you ſhould be ſoꝛe troubled to recite vnto vs the aces = 
which make pou women lo vertudus. Foz ſo muche as ſith the 
one lle we hir ſeife; and the other not; it enſueth there was a 
fault in the one ans the other. And although the Hiſfozians/af- 
firme, that $ardanapalys neuer dyd any vertudus derde vntill 
he ſlewe him ſelfe, bicauſe ſuche aces require great outrage:

other diſpleaſure whatſdeuer. True it is, the Paganiſme al⸗ 
ſo pardoned thoſe that ſiewe them ſelues koꝛ anye allowable 
cauſe, as fo the ſauegarde of their virginitie, lyke Dido, So- 
phronia, and Democles: oz tu knowe what men dyd in the other

O God, wherefoze can I not defende me as well 
from tender Þaydens, as J do from rude knights? Ah whp 
hane'the heauens aſſigned me vnto ſo feeble puiſſaunce 2 at le 
if they concluded to yield vnto the epes offenſiue-weapons, why 
haue they not rampered the bꝛeaſt with defenſiue armour? Oh 
bowe happie had J bin ik the enemie had ſlapne me with the 
flower of Italie, rather than to eſcape, and comming hither foz 
conſolation, to dye in languiſhing, and finiſhemp pouth with⸗ 
out honour, like Achille: among the dameoyſelsvf*Licomydes; 
conſuming (like ſnowe) agaynſt thebeames of this brautie. 
Alas,foz my weale and quiet wow neuer to haue lene * "=

tt it behoned me to bebolde it, ougnt neuer to baue luſt flight 
therof. O valiaunt French knight, wyo vnder the hozroz ofthy 
pꝛowelle makeſt the wozld to tremble, haue not, I ſape, haut 
not fro hencefozth no moze deſpight at the firſt vertne af p2incg 
Adilon. And if I tan no moze harme thee, giue thanks:tberfoze 
vnto the Pꝛinceiſſe of Mantaa, who hath depꝛiued me of all reſt 
to vtelde ther quiet: not as hauing ſlayne me, oꝛ ſwoꝛn me thy 
kriende, but by keeping me cruelly captiue in ſo ſtraight pꝛiſon, 
as hereafter al men may take example of ſeruice ſo vngrateful⸗ 
wrecompenced in me.

Being ariuedat Placenzagbe went to do his duty vnto p $Purcs 
bolineſle, who be found fit ly fo the purpoſc in his chamber, ui⸗ 
nenting lome miſcheruous pzactiſe againit the Frenchme.

Theſereaſous attẽtiuely colidered, ſomewhat my, 
derated the pꝛinces minde notwithſtanding he was exttem 
ly diſpleaſed bycauſe the grief of the gout-thzongh the chang 
of time had ſeazed Monſieur Gonſaga« , which cauſed the Kon 
de Alegre to ſaiozne in the Marquiſe houle , where thisy 
p2ince Adilon was ſo welcome, as all wiched be had binſonn 
in lawe vnto the Marquiſe. and I belieue, fo2 his part he uin 
not haue gaineſayd it.

ning viewed the plate where he entred, de ſtole awaye ſlyly to 
ſcape the ſhame which his diſcouerture might b2ing him. Pow 


if he departed thꝛeughly moleſted in his minde, he left the Þ3zin-

wicked gueſtes : And muche lefſe, who woul 
ſuppoſed, that Leue bym ſeife woulde haue b2

and whelting the ſame vnto an ingenious fellony, whiche was 
fach, as hautng employed greate ſtoze of money to recover a 


popſon ſo ſubtile as no man cculde knowe, neitherbytafte noz 
coloure; which ſeemed to be bozrowed of ſugre:and vnder thys 
 ſcmblaunce; the ſame poyſon (not long befoze)had popſoned a

Alas, thys- 
enimp of pitie without ſparing his gratious Boſteſſe,ſfated not 


long to make hir feeie his deteſtable fozce,deliuering ſo cutting: 
aſſaultes vnts this innocente bꝛeaſte, as the Uirgin was foze- 
ted (after ſhe& hadde by the chaunging ol hir coloure teffified: 


bir ſharpe and rigoꝛous griefes)-to retire into hir chamber, 
where vanquiſhed by impatience, ſhe thzew hir body on a bed, 
and with diligence ſent foz bir mothers-Phiſition (who was: 


in the Chamber ofhir gowtpe vncle) to tame to hir. He at 


 bys entraunce beryng aduertized howe the-diſeaſshadve ſea⸗ 


ſed bir, - fuppoled it hadde beene ſome Cboliche pzoc@- 


drug of the rawe fruyte : But at the | 
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cauſed the patient to thew bim hir fong, ſeeing it al ſcozihuj 
altered, but chtefelp diſconering certaine purple puſhes in. 
ged they came by certain traces of an ardent venim: 
on without delay be cauſed hir to recepne a ſtrõg tou 
ſon of Metridate. But alas the venim had gained alreadye(,

Which the traptour 
percepuing, aſtonied with-bluſhing viſage at the iuſte choler 
which thꝛeatned him, and conquerep in canſcience by his odt⸗ 
ous aa, found no better weapons to defende nnd ſaue him from - 
the daunger wher vnto he lelt him lelle iuſtly ſommoned, than 
his heeles: wberfoꝛe caſting his cloke and ſwoꝛd to the earth, 
he betoke him to flight. But he was followed ſa neare by the

were taught to peelde without reũſtaunce. Howe whileſt this: 
victoztous king pzoceded in theſe confulions;foz reuenge of the 
Marques. of Labecks death, bis deare friende, — 
pꝛinces which he had left in @nglad to ſupply hi 
g inen diners pꝛattiſes to fir the ſubieas to rebellion — 
the king,who (ſayd they) to fulũll his diſo2dinate appetite, had 
put al the Nealme in daunger of ruine, hauing maried a womã 
which did but diſhonour the countrep, and had wedded him vnte 


a war ſs daungerous, as if it were not ſpeedily pʒeuented . the 
Realme ſhould periſh-fo2 thepleaſure of one. This reaſon ſe- 
med tollerable to aide ſome to atchiene the effec of their deſired 
pꝛetence, which was, to rule the Realne,if others moued with 
the like amhition had not reſiſted their intent: but as the pzay 
remayneth vnſpoyled, where two Wions contend to enop it:Do 
the two houſes of Yozke and Lancaffer, hindered eche other to 
attains the gouernment which they both deſired. Ho as all the 
Pꝛinces being aſſembled in ſecret councel; and as it were hand 
in hand, without the knowledge of the Nueene,(who medled not 
with any affay2es concerning thecomon wealth)they.ozdeined,.

with abachment and meruaple of their meeting in that place, 
would haue bereeued their wits. Foz you ſhall vnderftand (he⸗ 
noꝛable company) that this gueſt who had bzoke open Claribels 
countinghouſe, was our gentle Floradine his great friende, 
who (as I haue tolde pon) after he was ſtollen from his thilde 
dame, hauing tranelled thꝛough the tountrexs of Britaine, An- 
jou, Main, and ſome partes of Normandie, was by foztune arri- 
ued in this Pill. O foꝛtunate Pill,wherin are cncountred two 
friends, which neuer met ſith their pteaſant life in Italy, Now 
as they renucd their olde amitie, not pet fully ſatiſfied with

Which 
was a newe confederation and eſtabliſhment of their amitie, 
without am ice oꝛ g il: and from that time foꝛ ward they 
concluded a MMetuall Wtherhod, Then ſeeing they had ſuffi- 
ciently cried quit aunce on both ſides, they began to diſcloſe be⸗ 
tbotene them WMincipall experiments of their art, t with ſuch 
dexteritie pzoued who had beſt pꝛoſited inp ſchole of loue, as it 
was very likely they vſedcertaine charms, which were of fozce 
fo conſtraine all reſiſtaunce to peelde, t had power at midnight 
to make dozes flye open, were they neuer ſo ſtrongly locked oz 
barred. So as there was none ſo ſauage (whommen call chaſt) 
but they conlde tame, and nothing eſcaped the nettes of theſe 
god hunters, Foz accozding as occaſion ſerued,now they made 
requeſt, and then they were intreated: nowe they beffoweo 
gifts, and then they recepued rewardes : ſometime they ſear- 
ched,and ſometime they were ſought: ſo as eyther by pꝛeſents, 
by pꝛomiſes, by pleaſantneſſe, by faire ſpech, oz by amozous 
ſeruices, they fozced ſo rebellious willes, as there was no vir⸗ 
gin, wife, widdowe, Nunne, poꝛe, riche , young, olde, faire, 
foule, great, little, hye, lowe, wiſe, foliſhe, fatte, oz leane, but 
downe they went they knewe nsthowe. And they mate their 
traffique ſometime to a ſingle pꝛoſite, and ſometime to halues : 
but when they founde nothing woꝛthy tobe beloued, they had 
recourſe vnto their daily Piller, who foꝛ this reaſen they ſpa/ 
red as muche as they might, and ſent their men to ſerke their 
meate abzode. In this eſtate they oꝛdered their iourney many 
miles in diuers places, bearing the countenance of Commiſſa-- 
ries appoynted foz to refozme the wicked cuſtomes of women.

were ſlayne by the k ochellers. There Floradine ficdde valiaunt⸗ 
ly, caſting his armour to the earth, as he that hoped onelp in 
God and his ſpurres. But the miſcrable Claribe!, bicauſe 
he fledde not faſte inough, vet not foꝛ lacke of god will, was 
taught, and ledd to HB orance, with marip dthers, who weremuch! 
amazed to ſee him taken, but he refoluet their dendtſu nelle, wh 
he repoꝛted the heauineſſe of his armour to be the cauſe therof, 
Nowe the next day they were albreleaſed without raunſame, 
excext eur poꝛe Claribel, who bit ing feunde (at vnwarts) tpl⸗ 
ting in a Fab'e with a Launceme ne Tannin who allheugh 
ſhe vnderſtode not his lenguege, knewe the igmficatton ar 
his ſignes) was carried to Rechell, being wuh muche ad ſu⸗ 
ued from the Pukmaffes, who wind haue hewed him in peces 
wih their halberds. Now beeing come to Kochel, bytanſe al lod⸗

ued hymſelfe arte magike, oꝛ was flowne awape, atthoughe 
they neuer hearde tell of anye that eme, but Jcarus and hys fa⸗ 
ther: wherwith they were ſo afraide, as their heare ſtode on 
ende,fcuffeling who ſhoulde firſte flee awaye;; foꝛ feare the de- 
nill wouide carry them after hym they ſought. Mherevppon 
greate bzuite was ſpꝛead in all plates of the towne, ' : - 
In the meane tyme, oure man beyngcarted oute of Rochell 
in a dungcarte, and ſet in the open ſielde, onely in his dublet, paſ⸗ 
ſing to the nert batte, be called ſoꝛ god cheare, but whe he came
